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Author's Preface. 


He Deſign of the Author in placing a Preface before this Work is by no 
Means to amuſe the Reader with a ſuperfluous Diſcourſe, or to follow 
the Example of thoſe , who are fond of being thought Authors ; much 
leſs does he pretend thereby to ſet any Value upon the Work it ſelf, 

His ſole Aim is to account for, and excuſe certain Defects, which are 

e almoſt inevitable in a Work like this, where the Author lies under a 
W272 Neceſlity of depending ſo much upon the Relations of others, as well 

| as upon the Skill of the Engraver , wbo is often apt to require more 

Aſſiſtance than his Time will allow. 

Thoſe Perſons , who have honour'd him with their Acquaintance , know he un- 
dertook this Work only as a Kind of Amuſement, at a Time , when the Wars , with 
which His Imperial Majeſty was taken up, left little Time or Employment for Civil Archi- 
tecture. And for others, if they be of the Number of thoſe unbiaſs'd Judges , who don't 
repine at the Reputation of their Neighbours , they will ſoon perceive, that the Author's 
Intention has been more to furnish Admirers of this Art with Deſigns in ſundry Species of 
Architecture, and to lay down Plans for thoſe , who make Profeſſion of this Art, to raiſe 
new Inventions upon, than to inſtruct the Learned, He is fo far from being puff d up 
with this Vanity, that he eſteems their bare Approbation, as the greateſt Honour can be 
done to his Endeavours, To obtain that has been his Chief Ambition, and he dares flatter 
himſelf with ſome Succeſs, He preſumes at leaſt they will readily grant, that Truth and 
Probability , which only can put any Value on ſuch Undertakings, have been traced with . 
all the Accuracy , which dubious Authorities, added to his other indiſpenſable Occupations, 
and the great Expence of the Work, could allow. 

As the Author's main Aim has been to repreſent in a true Light the Chief of thoſe 
famous Edifices, which the Ruſt of Time has eaten up , he has been attentive only to the 
moſt Autbentick Teſtimonies : Such are Contemporary Hiſtorians , Ancient Medals , which have re- 
rain'd the Images of them, but preferable to all, the Ruins themſelves, where any are remai- 
ning : For r theſe latter may be, they contribute greatly towards raiſing 
in us adequate Ideas of their Priſtine State; much in the fame Manner, as by viewing a 
Skeleton , we readily form a Judgment of the Size and Frame of the Body , which for- 
merly cloth d it. | 

As for ſuch modern Deſigns as have hitherto been extant , ſome of which are the 
bare Productions of wild rambling Fancy, the Author has had very little Regard to them, 

This the Judicious Reader will ſoon perceive , if he but compare the Seven Fonders of the 

World , as here laid down, with other Deſcriptions of them, which are to be found, and 

of which the greater Part would hardly be ſuſpected for what they are deſign d, were it not 

for their Titles. In ſome Caſes however he has had Recourſe to the Lights and Enquiries 

of others; but he has in no Way depriv'd them of their Due: He always makes honou- 

rable Mention of the Authors he follows; as among others of the renomn d hillalpandi for 
the Temple of Solomon, He has had the ſame juſt Regard for Palladius, Sertius, Donatus , Liga- 
rius, and ſome others, whoſe Deſigns , together with theſe , may be a Means to preſerve 

the moſt conſiderable Monuments of Antiquity , and the Memory of their illuſtrious Foun- 
ders, from the Injury of Time, With Regard to the Ornamental Part, the Author has 

not been too free: Invention has had no Hand in it; excepting only where all certain Au- 
A VERS + and as for gp Troclonathe Gonpeary will bear, 
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With all this Care the Author flatters himſelf with the Aſſurance, that this Eſſay of di- 
verlify d Architecture will not only pleaſe the Eye of the Curious, and thoſe of the niceſt Taſte, 
but will embellish their Minds , and tend towards the Cultivation of Arts in general, Even Hi- 
ſtory will here find ſure Means to eaſe the Reader's Memory , as well as to exemplify Things in 
a more cear and diſtinct Manner, than could be done by the moſt elaborate Deſcriptions. Artiſts 
will here ſee, that Nations diſſent no leſs in their Taſte for Architecture „ than in Food and Rai- 
ment , and , by comparing one with the other, they themſelves may make a judicious Choice. 
They may further here perceive , that, tho' Cuſtom may indeed authorize certain Whims in the 
Art of Building; Such as the trivial & ſuperfluous Ornaments of Carving in the Gothick Buil- 
dings, on Steeples J Indian Roofs, and the like, in all wich we can with as little Reaſon dis- 
pute Diſparity of Opinion , as Diverſity of Taſte; Yet, notwithſtanding all theſe Varieties, there 
are certain general Principles in Architecture, which can by no Means be laid aſide , without 
offending the Eye : Such are the Rules of Symmetry ; that the Weaker muſt be ſupported by the 
Stronger, and the like. 

But to conclude this Preface as it begun: All Mankind is liable to Frailty. If, after all 
the Pains the Author has taken, to render this Work both uſefull and agreable , there should yet 
be ſome Faults found , thoſe , who may obſerve and amend them , have at leaſt this Obligation 
to him, that he has beat the Way for them, and furnish'd them with fundamental Ideas. Bare 
Omiſſions will be yet more excuſable. This Work aims at no higher Title than that of an Eſſay , 
and nothing further is to be expected from it, However, as, evenin that, the Author's Deſign 
has been to contribute, as much as has been in his Power, to the Advancement of Arts and 
Sciences, he has Reaſon to preſume , that the unbiaſs d World will deem him rather deſerving of 
their Good than Ju- Will ; And upon this Aſſurance he builds his Satisfaction.

Of the Translator, 


He Author having in his Preface given as ample an Account of this Work as the Nature 
of it requires , the Translator has only to add , that not doubting of the Accuracy of 
the French Translation, (the Idiom of which Tongue bears a greater Affinityto the Eng- 
lish than that of the German) he at firſt entirely follow'd that. But upon — 

turning over the German Original afterwards, and obſerving ſome Contradictions, he found him- 

ſelf under a Neceſſity of Examining his English Translation anew , as well with the one as the 
other, and ſometimes of 3 all three with the Plates. And where he has not been able, 
even by thoſe Means, to reconcile the Differences, or to remove ſome Difficulties that have 
ariſen, he has, as far as Time and Opportunity would allow, had Recourſe to such Authors (as 
well thoſe cited in this Work as others) who have wrote upon the ſame Subjects. But where, after 
all this, any Differencies or Difficulties have yet remain'd, or an Author has been wanting, he 

has made the neceſſary Obſervations in ſeparate Notes,

In theſe Notes he has likewiſe obſerv'd what ever he has judg'd neceſſary , or could any 
any Way tend, to clear up certain Paſſages, which otherwiſe might have appear'd dark or doubt- 
full , eſpecially with Regard to Meaſures & Dimenſions, But leſt he may have overlook'd any 
Thing of this Nature, he thinks proper to obſerve previously here, that when the Author ſpeaks 
of Miles they are to be underſtood (where they are not otherwiſe determin'd) German Miles, equal 
to four English , or fifteen to a Degree in the Equator : And in like Manner his Ells are of two 


German Foot, & each Foot of about (for they differ a mall Matter in ſeveral Parts of Germany) 
eleven Inches and a Quarter English Meaſure. 


This premis'd, the Translator hopes he has omitted nothing that could render this Work 
erſpicuous , and even perfecter than either the German Original, or the French Trans- 
ation: And that it might be ſo , even to thoſe, who are not ſo thoroughly skill'd in Architec- 
ture, he has, as much as poſſible , avoided Crowding his Translation with unneceſſary Tech- 
nical Terms, and where thoſe Terms have been inevitable, he has generally explain'd them, 


In Compliance, as well with the German Original, as the French Verſion , the Trans- 
lator has let the Author ſpeak of himſelf either in the 3d. Perſon ſingular , or the firſt Plural, 


| & ſeldom or never in the firſt Perſon ſingular. And tho he has been oblig'd to mention 


ſome Miſtakes, as well of the German Author, as the French Translator, to justify his Diſ- 
ſent from them : Yet he would by no Means be thought to have done it with an Intent to 
caſt an Aſperſion upon them, or their Performances. The Nature of them will hardly 
admit of ſuch a Conſtruction : For ſome are evidently Errors of the Preſs , and others ſuch as 


might very eaſily eſcape the Pen of any one whoſe Thoughts were taken up with Mat-

The Author only propoſes in this Work to 
give the Publick a General Idea of the Diverſity in 
Structure among the Ancients, and in different Na- 
tions , Without entring into very ample Expla- 


nations. Defigns are indeed but ſilent Deſcriptions, 


— — 


which ſometimes want the Help of Fords: Nei- 
ther one nor the other will always do alone. 
Theſe however will be confin'd to the moſt 
neceſſary Circumſtances , which it is hop'd will 
be allow'd ſufficient, even by thoſe who are not 
vers d in Architecture: Others will be the ſooner 
ſatisfy d with it, as they are ſenſible , that a 
Diſcuſſion of every particular would require 
Volumes for the Temple of Solomon alone. It 
would be a Subject of a vaſt Extent, but might 
be provd, that the Roman ArcbiteAure , and the 
Corinthian Order owe their Perfection to the ex- 
cellent Srruf#ure of this Temple, The Phenicians ha- 
ving firſt diſcover'd the Beauty of it to the Greeks, 
& theſe to the Romans, 

This Temple , which juſt ly deſerves to be plac'd 
at the Head of the Wonders of che World , was 
finish'd about A. M. 3000. & 1030. Years before 
the Birth of our Saviour. — to the De · 
ſcription 8 by the Propber Ezekielthe outward

Virge or Incloſure of this Building was an equi- 
lateral Square, each Side of 125. meaſuring Reeds, 
(Calami v. Exel. C. 40. v. 79 or 800, Ells (4) A. 
But, as the Ground firſt laid out for this magnifi- 
cent Building was not of a ſufficient Extent, it 
was enlarg'd Eaſtwards to the Summit of the ſteep 
Mount Merca , where, as well as in the other 
Valleys, it was ſupported by a Fall of 300. (Germ.) 
Ells (tt) high, upon which the Balluſtrade or 
Gallery, which made the outward Circumfe- 
rence , reſted: As may be ſeen more diſtinctly 
in the Elevation of this Temple, Pl. II. 

It is remarkable, that Zoſephus, (a.) ſpeaking 
of the Colonnade (Cloyſter or Piazza) towards the 
Eaſt , repair'd by Herod, makes Mention of this 
Wall (built of Stones of white Marble, each 20. 
Ells in Length & 6. in Thickneſs (ttt) faſtned to- 
gether by private Cramps, without Cement or 
Mortar) as of a Remainder of the Work of So- 
lomon „ Which had escap'd the former Deſola- 
tion. 3 
It was without Doubt of theſe extraordi - 
nary Stones our Saviour ſpake with Aſtonishment, 
when he came down from the Temple: (b.) For 
inthe ſecond Templethere was nothing that came 
up to this Magnificence of the firſt, 
no leſs worthy of Remark , that , as an Accom- 
plichmentofthe Prophecy, there is not one Stone 
leſt upon the other: And no Wonder if ſuch noble 
Pieces of Marble were ſought far & near, On 
the Top of this Wall was a magnificent Pavement

D. conſiſting of 3. Walks , or Cloyſters, & 4, 
Rows of fluted Columns , near as high as the 
Face of the outward Wall, and of an Order, from 
which the Corinthian has borrow'd, all it's Beau-

This Court of the Gentils was 50. (Germ.) Ells 
broad & each Side 600, long. It was bounded 
on the oppolite Side by the Building E. which 
encompaſs'd the . inward Courts, of an equal 
Bigneſs, viz. Squares, the Sides of which 
were 100, (Germ.) Ells long. The Val of this 
Building was 60, Ells high , with the Pavillions 
78. & to the Tops of the Spires from 90. to 
100. () Underneath was all round a threefold 
Walk, or Cloyſter, whoſe Arches were ſuppor- 
ted by two Rows of Columns, and as many of 
Pilaſters. | 

The Sair-caſes , according to Villalpand:'s 
Delign , are equally advantageous to the View

The Number of the column: in the whole 
Temple , not reckoning the Pilaſters, amoun- 
ted to 1453. Among which were a great many 
of 3. Fathom Circumference , and 3o. (Germ.) 
Ells high, The very leaſt were of 19. Ells high, 
and of one Piece of Marble. 

In the Court of che Levites, L. juſt entring on 
the left Hand, was to be ſeen the Molten Sea, 
M. ſupported by Iz. brazen Oxen. The Water 
it contain'd was convey'd toit by Means of hid- 


den Pipes, and ſerved for the Purification of 


the Prieſts. Yilla/pandi ſuppoſes it to have 
weigh'd 8640. Talents , having examin'd it's 
Thickneſs and Circumference according to the 
Mechanical Meaſures given us in Holy Sripture. 


This Weight equals, or almoſt ſurpaſſes, 


that of the Coloſſus of Rhodes, if we make a Com- 
putation by theRemains of it, with which the Sara- 
zent loaded yoo.

In the Middle of this Court was likewiſe 
the Altar for burnt Offerings call'd Ariel, (The Lord's 
Lion) N. which was likewiſe of Braſs ; the Square 
of it was at the Bottom of 20. Ells (f) and 
at the Top 12. Ells. The whole Height of the 
three Degrees or Settles, of which it conliſted, 
was 10. Ells, According to Villalpandi the Brals 
of this high Altar (tf) weigh'd 20000, Talents, 

On each Side were plac'd alternatively, the 
Tables of the Peace-makers, (Menſe Pacificorum, O. 
and the ten Braſs Layers (Luteret) P. which ſerv'd 
to cleanſe the Sacrifices and Utenſils. 

Theſe Lavers, each of which weighed 
2000, Talents (++) Were, as well as all the other 
Veſſels, adorn'd with Cherubims , Eagles, 
Lions, &c. The Situation of this Altar of the 
Temple was myſterious, and ſignify'd, that the 
obſcure Light of it's Revelations ſtood in Need 
of the glorious Light of the Goſpel ; Since which 
the Altars in the Churches of ho New Teſtament 
have been generally plac'd in the Eaſt, to shew, 
that the Clouds of Prefiguration being dis- 


| Ks the Sun of the Goſpel & Faith is riſen, 


generally, for the Chu»-b (4*4) has ordain'd 
nothing on that Head, and Pope Leo has even 
declar'd, that, to avoid certain Superſtitions,

Was the famous Tomb, which Queen A- 
temiſia , Siſter & Wife of Mauſoleus, King of Ca- 


ria, caus'd to be erected for her Husband in 


theCity of Halicarnaſucin Caria. It was of the mot 
exquiſite Marble, and of ſuch Magnificence, that 
all Tombs, whoſe Structures are more than com- 
mon, do yet borrow the Name of Mauſoleum from 
it. Not contented with having made herſelf a li- 
ving Tomb for the Ashes of her Husband , which 
She swallow'd, she was thoughtfull of a Aonu- 
ment to his Memory, which should outbrave even 
Death & Time, Having worn herſelf away with 
Tears and Sorrow in leſs than two Years, she 
did not live to ſee this Building finish d. It was 
begun A. M. 3651. If we had yet the Deſcripti- 
on, Which was made of it by the ancient Archi- 


tect Saryrur,mention'd by Vitruvius (a.) we might (a,) Pref. L. 


be better inform'd of the parciculars of it. The - 7.

It was dedicated to the Sun by Theagones, 
Prince of this Island, of which it is reported, 


that there never paſſes a Day without it's being 
(a.) Plin. L. delighted with the Beams of that Planet. (a.) 
36. C. 26. () Chaves Lindius , the 3 of Hſippus, is 


ſaid to have finish'd & erected this vaſt Co/ofſus 
of Braſs (the prodigious Height of which has gi- 
ven the Name of Coloſſus to all other Statues of 
exceſſive Magnitude) about A. M. 3686. in the 
Sextus Emp. (b.) however 
relates , that a Miſtake in the Calculation re- 
duc'd Chares to that Deſpair, that he hang'd him- 
ſelf before the Work was finish'd, and left that 
Honour to Laches Lindius, his Countryman. Thus 
the one having finish'd what the other began, 
it is eaſy to reconcile thoſe Authors, who at- 
tribute the Building of the Coloſſus to either of 
theſe two different Architects. It will be more 
difficult to define with any Certainty the Place 
of it's Situation, ſo that the rwo Legs plac'd on 
each Side of the Harbour might leave a Paſſage 
large & high enough for Veſſels under full 
Sayl to enter.

The PHAROS of PTOLOMI. 


This Wonder was founded by Prolomy Phi- 
ladelphus, King of Egypt, A.M. 3670, It was a 
ſtately Tower erected aponghc Middle ofa Rock, 
inalittle Island , at the Point of the Entry into 
the Port of Alexandria, near the Mouth of the 
Nite, It is almoſt a receiv'd Opinion, that this 
Tower had it's Name of Pharos from the Isle, 
and that it was deriv'd from Parus (*) as Strabo 
will have it, (a.) or as others believe, from an 
Admiral call'd Pharus, who ſerv'd under King 
Aenelaus, and was bury'd there. | 

The Magnificence of this Edifice conſiſted 
in a Tower of a prodigious Height , whoſe dif- 
ferent Stories, all built of white Stone, was 
crown'd at the Top by a Sort of Lanthorn, in 
which a Nights was kept a Fire (**) which ſerv'd 
as a Signal or Guide to Veſſels entring that Port, 
by warning the Pilots toshunthe Coaſts, which 
otherwiſe were very dangerous, being full of 

ocks and Banks of Sand. 

This Pharos, which according to Pliny (b.) 
coſt 800. Talents, or 1800000. Livers, (X**) has 
transmitted it's Name to all famous Light-hou- 
ſes orSea-lights in the World, evento this pre- 
ſent Time, The moſt beautifull Part of this was 
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a fine Stair-caſe on the Outſide, which led by 
a Sort of Terraſſes to the Top, in Order to light 
the Fires. (t) (tt) The Builder of this Edifice was 
Soſtrates Gnidius, Lucian ſays , that to eternize 
his Name, without at the ſame Time creating 
Jealouly , which too often perſecutes the Li- 
ving,hededicatedittotheKing,by an Inſcription,

are more properly the Works of Nature, than 
of Art. This may at leaſt encourage Travellers 
for the future to communicate their Obſer- 
vations to the Publick more diſtinctly, than 
are thoſe of Mr. Lucas, (a.) which we have been 
oblig'd to follow, as being the moſt modern.

11. The TEMPLE of VENUS at PAPHOS in 
CTPRUS. 


This Temple was the firſt and chiefeſt that 
was dedicated to that Goddeſs, who had her 0r:- 
Eine in this Isle, having been (as the Fathers of 
the Church have urg'd as a Reproach to the 
Heathens) the Mistreſs of Cinyras, one of the 
moſt ancient Kings of Cyprus , Who attributed ſo 
far Divine Honours to her , that he would 
allow none but Princes of the Blood to attain 
to the Honour of being her Prieſts, In the 
Middle of the Temple was to be ſeen a Stone, 
erected in the Form of a Cone, to repreſent 
the Image of this Goddeſs, according to Tacitus , 
L. 2. An. Perhaps becauſe they deem'd it im- 
poſſible to expreſs ſuch an Exceſs of Beauty to 
the Life. On the Outſide were two Altars, on 
each Side of the Front one, upon which was 
offer'd nothing but a pure Fire, and upon which,

If we may credit the Reports of Hiſtorians, 
it is impoſſible to frame a Judgment of the 
Magnifcence the Inſide of this Pallace offer'd to 
View , Without firſt forming a juſt Idea of the 
immenſe Treaſures, which :riumphant Rome had 
amaſs'd out of the Spoils of the conguer'd Nations, 


Here was ſacrifiz'd to Nero's Vanity not only 
what the Eat & the Weſt could furnish of moſt 
exquiſite in Pearls, precious Stones, Gold, Sil- 
ver, Mother of Pearl & Ivory, but likewiſe what 
Curioſities Antiquiry had left the Egyprians ; toge- 
ther with the utmoſt Skill of the Greeks & Ro- 
mant in Painting & Sculpture. 


Among other remarkable Inventions was 
a Round Appartment, which turn d about it ſelf, 
once in 24. Hours, in like Manner as is ſuppos'd 
of the Earth, But what was the moſt worthy 
of Remark, were the precious tranſparentStones, 
call'd Sphengizes , Which were diſcover'd in 
Cappadocia under Nero's Reign; and of which the 
Temple of Fortune Was built, within the Circuit of 
this Pallace, towards the End, in ſuch Manner,

This was the moſt magnificent of the Tri- 
umpbal Arches, which the Romans erected in Ho- 
nour to Catullus & Marius at Orange, after having 
conquer'd the Cimbri, This Deſign was taken 
upon the Ruins yet remaining of it, Vd. Eutro- 
prus, 
II. That with the Elephants at the Top, 
This Triumpbal Arch was raisd in Honour 
to Domitian , in Memory of His Campaigns in Ger- 
many. Affected Flattery has as much Part in this 
Monument as Victory. 


III. That with the ſingle Equeſtrian Statue between 
Trophies. 


This Triumphal Arch was built of Marble, 


near the Gate call'd Capene in Rome, in Honour 

to Druſus , Brother to Tiberius , after his Death. 

The Equeſtrian Statue in the Middle was of him, 

and the Trophies in Imitation of thoſe he ſet up 

beyond the Rhine, Vid. Suetonius.

The moſt ſuperb EAiſces & Shews not being ſuffi- 
cient to ſatisfy the Luxury of the Romans, they pro- 
ceeded toſuch aſtonishing Inventions as ſeem in- 
credible, Nothing leſs than Naumachias would 
ſerve their Turn; and, togratify their unſatiable 
Appetites, they were not contented with dig- 
ging Whole Lakes, filling them with Water, 
and bordering them with Stones; but they en- 
compals'd them with the moſt Stately Porricos 
& Amphitheaters, as well to give a greater Deco- 
rum to the Shew's, as for 5 Conveniency of 
the Spectators. Here were ſeen Ships of Var, 
equip'd and arm'd, according to the Manner of 
thoſe Times , and Combars fought , which , as 
bloody as they often prov'd , were only ludi- 
crous, & intended to divert the People, 


Suetonius has given us astonishing Accounts 
of them. (a.) The firſt he mentions is that of (a.) Sueton, 
Ceſar , the exorbitant Preparations for which C. 39. 
drew ſuch an Affluence of Strangers from all 
Parts, to Rome, that they were forc'd to take 
their Lodgings under Tents. As for the Nau- 
macbia, or Naval Combat,which the EmperourClau-

The FORUM TRAJANI , or TRAFAN'S 
SOUARE, 


We could think of no ſurer Method to 
give a View of the exquiſite Magnificence of 
this Place, than by following the Deligns, which 
are left us in the adjoyn'd Medals, 


That which preſents it-ſelf chiefly to our 
View in this Forum; is the pin Baſilick, A. Vi- 
truvius tells us, (a.) that the firſt Baſilicks, ſo call'd, 
were us'd as Bars, or Courts of Judicature , in 
Publick Squares or Market - Places, for the Ad- 
miniſtration of ſuſtice, upon a Tribunal or Bench, 
ſomething elevated. The open Colonnade, 
which adorns the Front, ſerv'd for the Con- 
frontation of the Parties, and likewiſe as a 
Meeting place for Traders, like our Exchanges, 
The Medal, A. diſcovers only the outward Front, 
which did not conlilt , as uſually , in a double 
Order of Columns rang'd one above the other; 
but of one ſingle Row , which were ſo much

reciſe Situation of this B/ilick on Imj an's Forum, 
in the eighth Region. Wie yet ſee in Nicepborus,

to the Baſilick , calld the LApian. The Groups 
of Triumphant Chars, the Statues, & Trophies, 
which crown'd the Entablatures, were, accor- 


ding to Aul. Gell ; of Braſs gilt. 


The reſt of the Buildings, which form'd 
a Square of a regular Structure, are diſtingui- 
Shable by the Medal , B. which repreſents one 
Part of them. As the Romans took their Models 


for building Squares, or Market-places , from 


thoſe of the Greeks; andas theſe latter delighted 
very much, according to Vitruvius, (d.) in great 
Numbers of Satues, between the Pillars , and 
in Niches , it is this Ornament we have here 
chiefly to admire : Since the whole Square , 
from Top to Bottom , excepting only the open 
Arches, and the Shops for Mony-changers & 
Goldſmiths, who ſold the Prizes for the Gladia- 
tors, Was ſo crowded with Smrues , that it was 
with Reaſon Caſſiodorus ſaid ; Even thoſe , whoſe 
Thoughts are the moſt taken up with their Affairs, muſt 
look upon Trajan's Square with Eyes of Admiration (Tra- 
jani Forum vel ſub aſſiauitate videre miniculum eſt) 


Ammi anus Call'd it, ſingularem ſub Cælo ſtrucſtumm 


(A Structure not to be mateb'd under the Clouds.) Ap- 
pollodorus, Who buiit it, took Care to accommo- 
date it to the Shews of the Gladiators, after the 
Manner of other Squares, by crowning the 


Tops of the Buildings with Platforms , & Bal- 


luſtrades , for the Conveniency of the Specta- 
tors, Aiphilinus after Dion, mentions Tui an fa- 
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mous Library, as one of the chief O774aments of 
this Square, Vopiſcus makes mention of it like- 


wiſe, (e.) The Center of this Square is yet to be C 


discover'd by the Coloſſal Column C, which bears 
the Name of Trajan's, It was formerly 119. 
Foot high, but at preſent only 113. including 
the Statue of Sr. Peter, now at 1 Top of it, in 
the Place of T1jan's, which was 6. Foot higher. 


In the Inſide is a winding Stair-caſe of 
white Marble, the Stones of which are ſo exactly 
fitted one to the other, that the Joynts are not 
viſible. On the Outfide is a fine Baſſo Relievo, 
Snake-wile , or wreath'd , repreſenting the He- 
roick Actions of this imcomparable Prince, and 
particularly thoſe againſt the Daciant. It bore 
Originally a Sraruam pedeſtrem , or Statue at full 
Length, of this Emperour, of Braſs gilt , & 19. 
Foot high, holding in his right Hand a Globe, 
and in his left a Scepter, of the ancient Form. 
Pope Sixtus, F. caus'd the Statue of the Chief of 
the Apoſtles to be plac'd in the Room of it, as the 
moſt glorious Trophy upon the Antichriſtian 
conquer'd Rome. Thoſe who are curious of ha- 


ving a particular Account of the ancient Figures, 


which are handed down to Poſterity , in the 
Baſſo Relievo, may conſult what Alpbonſus Ciaco- 
nius has communicated to the Publick in his 
Explanations & Plates. 


The following was the Principal Inſcription 
or Dedication in the Baſe.

According to the 
Teſtimony of Sartianus, (k.) the Emperour 
Adrian & the Senate caus'd it to be built in Honour 
to Trjan., Here was likewiſe plac'd by their 
Order a large Equeſtrian Statue of Braſs F., repre- 
ſenting the Emperour Trjan ; which has induc'd 
the Author, for Symmetry's ſake, to take the Li- 
berty of placing another ſuch Statue oppoſite to 
it , tho' the abovemention'd Arbors make no 
Mention of any ſuch, 


On that Side of the Square,which the Section 
of the Plate hides from our Sight, was probably 
the Place deſtin'd for treating Publick Affairs, 
call'd curia, an eſſential Part of ſuch Squares. 

The Undertaking of levelling Mount Qui- 
rinal, to render this Square even, (as we learn 
by the Inſcription) is alone ſufficient to enhance

ADRIAN, the EMPEROUR'S CMAUSOLEUM, 
and BRIDGE, in ROME, 


Toe Remains of which is now known by the Name 
of the Caſtle of St. Angelo, 


The Bridge of Zlius which bears the Name 
of it's Founder, the Emperour Ælius Adrianus, has 
to this Day preſerv'd ſo large Remains of it's an- 
cient Magnificence at Rome, that this Deſign of 
it may ſeem ſuperfluous to thoſe , who will be 
content with what is yet to be ſeen of it there, 
together with the ſundry Deſigns of it , which 
have hitherto been made publick. But the fine 
Medaillon, (or large Medal) which is preſerv'd in 
the Cabinet of France , and which we have added 

to our Plate, giving us a more exalted Idea of 
it's former Luſtre , and shewing us very plainly 
what this Bridge has loſt, ſince the two Arches, 
: at the two Extremities it , have been bury'd in 
WM.) Sveton. the Ruins of the ancient Key of the Böer, (a.) 
Aug. C. 30 as well as by other Alterations it has been liable 
too in latter Ages; the Author has, on this 
Conlideration, been induc'd to transmit this 
Building to the Eyes & Memory of Poſterity , 
togecher with the Mauſoleum adjoyning to it, ſo 
as it appear'd in it's priſtine Glory. 
b.) in Vita Dion. (b.) & $artan. (c.) tell us, that Augus- 
dr. tut's Sepulchre being fill'd with the Ashes of the 
Wc.) 1nffocr. Imperial Family, Adrian caus d that Mauſoleum , 
Massa, which his Name renders yet illuſtrious, to be 
Pomæ, Reg. erected for him, and his Succeſſors. According 
. to their Accounts, Pancirollus (d.) was in the right 
1 to comprize theſe two Buildings in the Word 
Hadrianeum. Belides , the Neigbourhood, of 
another Bridge call'd the Triumphatl, (Pons Trium- 
pbalis) which croſs'd the Tyber at a very ſmall 
Diſtance from this, is a ſufficient Proof, that 
this Bridge of Aliuss was built for no other End 
than to give a greater Luſtre to the Mauſole- 
um, Ancient Inſcriptions learn us further, that 
this Monument ( Moles Adriani) was appropriated to 
the Sepulture of the Antonines, as that of Augus- 
tus for the Auguſtus's. 


Under the Pontificate of Gregory the Great it 
was firſt call'd by the Name of &. Michael, and 
it was converted into a Fort under the Pontifi- 
cats of Alexander, V. Pius, IV. & Urban, VIII, The 
ſquare Figure of it below, and the Round above, 
4 are yet perceivable, and agreable to the Deſcrip- 
(e.) L. I. c. tion given us of it by Procopiue. (e.) The ſecond 
. Story was adorn'd with Columns & Statues, 
0: brag mention'd likewiſe by Procopius. (f.) It was dives- 
= © ted of theſe Ornaments in the ſecond Gorbick 
Far, when the Greeks & Romans made Uſe of 
this Place as a Retreat, to ſecure themſelves from 
the Attacks of the Barbarians, and were in the

End oblig'd to break theſe Statues in Pieces, 
and make Uſe of the Stones for their Defenſe. 


After this Deſolation the Pillars were ad- 
judg'd fitter to embellish other Buildings than 
a Place of War. Accordingly fourscore of them 
were employed in adorning the Church of Sr. 
Paul at Rome ; according to Writings found by 
Father de Montfaucon in a Convent, and mention'd 
by him. (g.) The large brazen Pine- apple, which (g.) In his 
crown'd the Top of this Edifice, is yet to be ſeen Travelsinto 
in the Belvedere. Next to the Inſcriptions of la 5.459 
Marcus Aurelius,; Verus & Commedus , the eldeſt

If Meſſrs. Sn & Wheeler had, among their 
other curious Enquiries , in their Travels to 
Greece, apply'd themſelves ſomething more to 
Deſigns , We might by their Means have had a 
more exact Knowledge of thoſe Roman Antiqui- 
ties; Whole Remains have been the belt pre- 
ſerv'd from the Injury of Time, and have 
not been entirely deſtroy d by the Fury of 
barbarous Nations, The Erymology of the 
Word Spalato, which the Moderns believe to 
be deriv'd from Palatium is no Way improbable; 
ſince the Publick Seal of that City bears to this 
Day a Pallace ; and in Reality this City of Sa- 
lato aroſe out of the Ashes of the ancient S. 
leona; and of the Pallace , which Diocleſian built 
there for his Retreat, after having quitted the 
Imperial Purple, in the 28th Year of his Reign. 
Euſebius (a.) tells us, that this Pallace was firſt (a.) L. 8. C. 
deſtroy'd by Fire, occaſion'd by a Clap of Thun- 29 
der. What is yet remaining of it, which now 
forms one Part of the Town- wall, (**) is a 
reat Square; that Side towards the Sea, pre- 
ents it-ſelf to the immediate View of thoſe who 
enter into the Haven, There 1s yet ſtanding 
Part of a Gallery, with Windows, Intercolumns , 
and a Frize of the Dorick Order, The new For- 
tifications, which have been added to each End,

it was adorn'd above with Pillars, (2.) The Gare 
towards the Weſt, A, formerly call'd the Iron 
Gate, Which is yet entire, excepting the two 
Stair-caſes, Which were ruin'd in the Candian 
War, It is now call'd the Gare of Freedom, as ha- 
ving been ſome Time an Aſyle, or Place of Re- 
fuge. The Wallon this Side is very muchruin'd, 
& the City enlarg'd by it's Spoils. (3) The Gate 
towards the Eaſt, call'd , in the Time of the 
Romans, the Braſs Gare, C. It is at preſent, as 
well as the Golden Gare, and the greater Part of 
the Windows, walPd up by a Wall of free Stone. 
There is yet to be ſeen within theſe Walls the 
Temple D. on the Outſide an Octagon, and within 
round: The Height of it to the Roof is 62. Foot, 
and the Breadth of each Side of the Octagon, 
22. Foot. The Vaulted. Roof is of a fine & ſo- 
lid Structure. For the Remainder of it, a better 
Idea may be rais d, by a View of the Deſigns of the 
Plan, and of the Elevation. We shall only fur- 
ther obſerve, that the Pillars were of Granite, 
and their Chapirers of white Marble; and in the ln- 
ſide of the Temple are yet to be ſeen ſome ancient 
Hieroglyphicks , in Baſſo Relievo. This Temple was 
dedicated to Jupiter, one of Dioclefian's Idols, 
from Which he caus d himſelf to be nam'd Jo- 
vian , aſpiring to almoſt Divine Honours , 
after the Example of Maximian, his Copartner 
in the Government, who ſurnam'd himſelf 
Hercules, 

The modern Tower , Which has been added 
to it , and rais'd upon the Remains of the ancient 
Columns , has it's Beauties; but it were to be 
wisl'd theſe Columns were as ornamental as in 
their priſtine State; it would not in the leaſt 
derogate from the Sanctity of this Temple , now 
it isappropriated to the Worship of the true God, 
and become a Cathedral. 

I hbe round Temple E. was formerly ſacred to 


the Goddeſs Venue. It's Porch & Frontispiece 


take up the whole Breadth of the in ward Court, 
and was ſupported by four Columns of Granite 
Marble, of the Corinthian Order, diſpos'd in ſuch 
Manner as is to be ſeen in the Deſign, Plate XI, 
The third Temple, F. which was ſquare, was ori- 
ginally dedicated to Cebele , but is now conſecra- 
ted to &. John. There is nothing remarkable 
in the Structure of it , but, like other Temples 
of the Ancients , it has no Light but what it re- 
ceives at the Gate. | 

There is another ſmall round Temple, 


which can't appear in the View of this Deſign, 


and which is almoſt totally ruin d. There yet 
remains the Baſe of a great Column H. on the 


Top whereof was formerly a Statue, which 
has induc'd the Author to place another at ſuch 
a Diltance as contributes to 'the Symmetry of 
the Plate. The ancient Inſcription, which is 
to be ſeen almoſt entire upon a Stone in the 
new Steeple, tells us, that Tiberius caus'd Salons, 
which had been deſtroy' d not long before his 
Time, to be rebuilt , after having erected ir 
into a Roman Colony, |

of their valiant Queen Zenobia was not one of 

the leaſt Occurrences ,(**) which render'd this 

City famous. It is more difficult to determine 

the Fare of this City under the Dominion of the 
Syrians and Perſians, than to know it's Deſtiny 

ſince the Conqueſt of it by Alexander the Great, 

and afterwards by the Emperours Trajan and 
Adrian, Which is in a great Manner deducible 

from the Greek Inſcriptions yet vilible there. Meſſrs, 
Edwards & Smith have laid them open to the Re- 
publick of Letters with a great deal of Exact - 

nels, under the Title of Inſcriptiones Grece Pal- 
myrenorum, Ao, 1695, The Wards, Of the Senate 

& People (H. BOY AH KAI AHMOC.S, P. Q.) found 

on almoſt all theſe Monuments, ſufficiently evince, 

that Palmyra always retain d 4 free Republican 
Government, We learn further by theſe Inſcrip- 

tions, that Seleucus, Succeſſor to Alexander the 
Great, far from deſtroying this City, embel- 

lish'd it to ſuch a Degree, that it was with Rea- 

ſon the Palmyrians fix'd their Epoque from the 
Reign of this generous Prince. If we had no 

other Account of Adrian's Generolity (which 

5 Palmyra receiv'd- as many Marks of as Athens, 
N and even from him to be ſurnam' d Adrianople) 
b we might form an Idea of it from the In- 
ſcription which is found at the Entrance 
into the Temple of Jupiter Belu. But the moſt 
certain Proofs, as well of this City's having 
been repair'd and enlarg'd under this Em- 
perour, as of it's ancient Luſtre , are the Srare- 
ly Ruins, which neither Time, nor the barba- 
rous Severity of the Arabians, have been able en- 
tirely to deftroy ; Tho? the Inhumanity of theſe 
latter to Travellers is the Reaſon why we are 
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hitherto ſo little acquainted with the noble Re- 


mains of Antiquity, Which are found in the Re- 
gions they inhabit. 


M. L. Hallifax Was, I believe, the firſt, who 
gave a circumſtantial Relation of them, (e) and (.) Atta So- 
Ar. le Brun (d.) the firſt, who caus'd them to 4 22 
be engraven , from Deligns he had receiv'd G 
from others, To copy after ſo ingenuous a (d.) Travels 
Man would have been to no Purpoſe, it we to the Le- 
had not ſomething different, and even better, nt. 
to communicate to the Publick; but we have 
been ſo fortunate to discover another Deſign, 
which , beſides the Advantage of being an Ori- 
ginal, has that of having a great Reſemblance to 
the Deſign taken by Order of the King of Sweden, 
This we can aver with the greater Aſſurance, 
as We had the Opportunity, when ſeveral Swe- 
dish Officers paſs'd thro' Vienna, of comparing 
them together; as likewiſe of ſeing ſeveral other 
Turkish Draughts, Which the King of Sweden caus'd 
to be taken, during his Reſidence at Bender, by 
3. Swedish Gentlemen, Meſſrs. Har, Leven C Gyl- 
lenschip, ( And tho by the Manner of the 
Drawing 'tis diſcernable, that the Deſign of Pal- 
mym Was not of the ſame Hand as the other; 
However, as the great Conformity of the Hve- 
dich Palmyra With that of Mr. le Brun, & ours, 
ſerves as an Evidence for all three , the Author 
gladly embraces the Opportunity of giving this 
Satisfaction to the Publick. In his Deſign is 
a Temple with a vaulted Roof, which is not in 
Monſ. le Bruns , bus is in the Swedish Deſign, It 
is perhaps the Temple of the Sun, mention'd by 
Vopiſeus, of Which he aſlures us, that after 
it's having been pillag'd by the Souldiers, it was 
repair'd, and brought to perfection by Aurelian 
the Emperour , Which probably happen d before 
the Revolt. To conclude, we have no Reaſon 
to be ſurpriz d, that ſo much of the Ruins of 


Palmym yet remains, whereas there is little or 


nothing left of thoſe of the Temple of Jeruſalem, 
It was very eaſy for the Remans to convey away 
the latter. The Proximity of Places , and the 
Neighbourhood of the Sea, furnish'd them with 
ſufficient Conveniency : But it was not ſo with 
the other, which were at ſo great a Diſtance in 
the Deſarts. To all which we may add, that, at 
the Time of the Deſtruction of Palmyra, the Power 
of the Romans was upon it's Decline 5 and they 
were neither ſo magnificent in their Buildings, 
nor ſo aſfiduous in amaſſing ſuch vaſt Piles of 
Marble , as they had been in former Times,

the Amazons , Which Srrabo had no Reaſon to 
conteſt, had it not been for the fabulous Cir- 
cumſtances, The Country , from which this 
Monument was brought, ſufficiently demon- 
ſtrates, that it repreſents the Amazons of the Sar- 
matian Aſia, Who built Epheſus. But to ſay it is 
as ancient as the Time of their Government, 
the Workmanship, which ſeems to be of a 
more polite, Age, won't allow, The Sarma- 
tian Caps & Axes, Which Horace calls Amazonias 
ſecures, are diſtinguishable in it. In the Deſcrip- 
tion 9. curtius gives of their Habits, the tuck d 
up Gown agrees better with this Deſign, than 
the naked Boſom, & the Story of the Pap. The 
Combat repreſented ontheſe two Sides, to which 
the other two Sides are conformable , pre- 
ſerves perhaps the Memory of the Advantage 


gain'd upon the Amazons by Theſews ; As the Greeks, 


according to Pauſanias , thought it an Honour
